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Yosio Kobayasi*: Copelandia papilionacea, a 
hallucinogenic mushroom

In April, 1983, I was given several immersed specimens of mushroom from 
Mr. Toru Yano through Mr. Wakaura. According to them, this mushroom was 
collected by Mr. Terumoto on 11—12th March, at Legian Beach near Denpasar 
of south peninsula of Bali Island, Indonesia. 

This has the hallucinogenic activity like Mexican species of the genus 
Psilocybe. Eating the cooked mushroom, the people fali into the symptoms as 
laughing and hallucinogenesis. This symptom seems to be different from that 
of the species of Psilocybe. In a restaurant named Midnight Oil Restaurant, 
this is served to the guets as soup or omelet. The foreign guests call it “the 
magic mushroom”. 

Copelandia papilionacea (Buli.) Bres., in Hedwigia 53 : 51 (1913) et Icono- 
graphia Mycologica pi. 897 (1933). 

Cap dilated campanulate, 1-2.5 cm in diameter, white, margin radially rimose. 
Giils adnate ventricose, cinereous brown. Stalk siender cylindric, solid, fibrose, 
white, 5-6 cm x 1.5-2.5 mm, destitute of peridium, composed of hyphae 6-13 fim 
in diameter. Pleurocystidia nemerous, ventricose-fusiform, pale ochraceous, 
37-55 x 15-16 jum. Basidia 15-17 x 4-7 jam, with 4 or 2 sterigmata. Basidiospores 
lemon-shaped, truncate at base, fuscous, not black, 11-14x7-10 /am.
